THE KHEDIVE. 

We hear that among the recipients of the 
hovoars conferre i by H.H. tha Khedive on the 
occasion of the avniversary of his accession are, 
M. Emile Bragsch ov whom he rank of Mirmi- 
ran has been bestowed; Hassan Pacha Wasaf 
Moudir of Assiout also raised to the rank of 
Mirmiran ; Moh. Ali Bey Charara, Monudir of 
Fayoum, Hassan Bey Hassib, Moadir of As. 
souan, and Selim B:y Baoos, chief of the service 
of direct taxation to the Cairo Goovernorat 
on whom the grade of Moatemsiz has been 
be-towed and ove of the principal officials of 
the Wakfs Administration, Ibrahim Bey Ra- 
lim, Wakfs inspector at Damauhonur, who ha- 
received the same hononr. Five native notables, 
amvuvg them Abd el Kader Bey el Gheriani, of 
Alexandria, obtain the grade of Moutemaiz and 
five members ot the Legislative Council become 
Mirmirans. 


CAB STRIKE AT ALEXANDRIA. 

Alexandria presented a very tranqail ap- 
pearance to-day owing to the complete absence 
of cabs, the cabmen having come ont on strike. 
The men demand the abolition of the moni- 
cipal tax and the tariff, and also o mplain of 
the system of coatrol exercised over the cab- 
men by the Alexandria Gouvernorat. 

Toe high Manicipal a:d Gouveroorat offi 
cals held a council and came toa dec sion at 
{ pm. this afweraoun to meet in the coarse of 
to-day with the delegates of tha cabmen. 

The most just of the cabman’s grievances 1s 
the five minates tanff for haif a frano, which 
. ives scope to a great deal of sbuse. 

An agreement will probably be arrived at 
by aslight increase in some details of the tariff, 
which is low compared with the high prices 
generally ruling in Alexandria now. 


BANK OF EGYPT

EXHAUSTIVE REVIEW OF THE 
POSITION OF THE UNDERTAKING. 


Il. 


From the fact that the accounts of the Helovan 
Railway were kept in much less detail than 
our own until taken over by our company on 
January 1, 1905, I have to base my farther 
remarks upon those of the De'ta Railways 
only. The next sccounts to be presented to 
you, ie, for the current half-year, will be 
similarly incomplete in respect of former 
figares ; but after that all will ba in order for 
the usual comparisons of the working of the 
andertaking as a whole. For the previous year 
the Delta Railways paida dividend of 5 per 
cant., whereas for the year with which we are 
pow dealing, even with the aid of the Helouan 
branch, it is only possible to pay 4 per cent. I 
admit that this has caused us some disappoint: 
ment ; but you will remember that at our last 
meeting I told you our receipts had been con- 
siderably evhanced by the carriage of what 
was classed as manure for the purpose of 
reclaiming lend, by the sales of such reclaimed 
land, and by hire of rolling stock. In the 

under review we have not had the same 
good fortune, and, as a matter of fact, we are 
} percent, worre off on our return for the year 
on these scoounts. We still have reclaimed 
land ansold ; we are reclaiming or levelling 
some other, and we have proposals before us 
for the remanerative hire of stock, as we can 
spare it ; but it has not been to the interests 
of the company, even if it were possible, to 
take the greatest advantage of these in the 
past year. Oar coaching earnings continued 
to show an increas) ander every itsm, with the 
exception of animals: This excsption™ was due 
to the continaance of the cattle plagae, and 
the consequent restrictions imposed by the 
Government. I am glad to tell. yoa that this 
plague isnow believed to be extinct. Permis- 
sion was granted by Government last Novem- 
ber for the reopening cf the cattle markets all 
over Egypt, and precantions are believed to 
have been taken to prevent the possibility of | 
its recurrence. The mouled», or faira, held | 
during the year were few and unimportant ; 
that at Tantah, for instance, which usually:

There was a falling oft in the cotton crop of 
the Behera Province, for which we were com- 
pensated by an inereased crop in the Bastern. 
There were losses ander barley, skins, molasses, 
provisions, and timber, with gains ander build- 
ing materials, coal, grains and seeds, and mis- 
cellaneous articles, As affecting tha different 
provinces, the changes in the Gherbieh werein- 
significant ; but opr gros earnings per kilo- ' 
métre per annom in Behera fell fom LE. 181 
in 1908 4 to LE. 164 in 1904-5, and those in { 
the Eastern rose from L.B, 144 to L.B. 195. 
Taking our receipta as a whole, there was an 
increase of close upon L.B. 1,500, and I may 
ssy that the Eastern Province was the only | 
one that came up to our expectations. Ournet 
earnings were most seriously affected by our 
increased expenses, which, | may mention, I 
foreshadowed in my last speech to you. This 
increase represented over L.B. 9,000, and, oon- 
sequently, more than 1 per cent. for the yesr 
on our capital. We have seen foursome time 
that the cost of our steff and maintenance 
could not continue at what it hes been in the 
past. On the one hand, salaries and wages 
have gone ap enormonsly, owing to the in- 
creased cost of living, and the Government it- 
self has been forced toa reconsideration of ths 
pay of ita servants. The position is referred to 
by the Financial Adviser. In his report upon 
the Badget, the Financial Adviser speaks in 
the following terms : ‘The enormous apprecia- 
tion in the value of land and sadden acquisition 
of onexpected wealth by large sections of the 
community has sent up the prices of the 
necessaries of life at such a rate as to render 
inevitable a largely increased expenditure on 
the wiges of temporary employés and daily 
labourers in Government employ, and, conse- 
quently, on the cost of execation of all 
Government works.” Later ia the report, and 
in making provision in his Badget, the Finsn- 
cial Adviser remarks that salaries of the Cadre 
cfficiale have diminished in purchasing power 
to a distressing extent, and in the case of minor 
officials no longer constitute » living wege. On 
the other hand, age and hard. work have had 
their effect upon our roads and stock, and, in 
the interests of economical and effisient work- 
ing, it has been necessary to andertake impro- 
vements in our rosds, buildings, and stock, 
the cost of which falls toa great extent upon 
revenue. I cannot hold out hope to you that 
we can save moch in the early futore in our 
expenses ss compared with last year; bat every 
care ig and will be teken inthe preparation of 
estimates and the ssnctioning of soch expen- 
ditore that it is kept down as mach aspossible, 
Our net revenue, agsin, was adversely affected

by the fact thst we had .something over 
£200,000 anremuneratively employed. This was 
partly due to extensions under construction, 
but aleo to delays altogether beyond our power 
of control. In our ease such an event means 
not only the payment of interest on such 
amounte, bat provision for their redemption. 
So far as it rests with vs, this capital will soon 
be revenue earning, but we have not yet been 
able to come to a final settlement with the 
Government in regard to the projected lines in 
the Menonfieh Province. 

{We have continued fo:tanate in the re‘ention 
of our staff with but little change, and, onder 
the capable management of Captain A-Jlams, 
R.E,, its efficiency is continuous'y increased. 
In the directorate we have to regret the logs of 
some who hava been long associated with us 
and cf great value to the company in the posi- 
tions which thay ocenpied. In Egypt two mem- 
bers of the local directorate—His Excellency 
Boghos Pacha Nubar and Mr. E. W. P. Foster, 
C.M.@.—have resigned their positions owing 
to pressure of other duties. The vacancies thus 
created will not be filled. In England our 
managing director, Lieut.-Colonel E.°L. Mar- 
ryat, R.B., left us to take op his abode in 
Canada. Colonel Marryat, with meritorious 
zeal, devoted his great energies and experience 
to the interests of the company from the day 
when it was formed to the hour of his retire- 
ment. We were especially fortunate in having 
his services during the earlier years of our 
enterprise, and we owe much of our prosperity 
to his constant care and close control of oar 
interests. On his retirement we nominated 
Major W.1. le Breton, late R.A. and of the 
Indian Railway Department, to the post ; bat 
he was then in the employment of the Egypt- 
ian State Railways, and has only recently 
become free to take up the daties. He will 
visit Egypt at the end of this month in the 
interests of this company. I now beg, first, to 
propose the following resolution, on which you 
have been given notice: “Tbat, in persuance 
of Article 44 ot the statutes of the Metropoli- 
tan and Cairo-Helouan Railway, and in view 
of the recommendation of the Conseil d’Admi- 
nistration, a sum of L.B. 2,412,780 out of the 
profits of the Metropolitan and Cairo-Helouan 
Railway for the year ended December 31, 1904, 
be placed to special reserve fand.”

STRANGE CATRO LAWSOED

THE WALL OF THE TIGRANES 
AND THE 
NEW KHEDIVIAL HOTBL. 


The lawsuit respecting the wall which the 
Tigrane family are building for the purpose of 
obstructing the view from the northern win- 
dows of the New Khedivial Hotel will be tried 
on the 19th inat. befora the Cairo Mixed 
Court. Meanwhile, as we promised our readers 
to lay before them this case in all its particu- 
lars, wa are anxious to keep our promise. Long 
before his death Tigrane Pasha sold to Mr. 
Georgacopoulo, s manufacturer in’ our town, 
a piece of ground of a thousand square metres, 
at the corner of his property between Nobar 
Pacha-streat and Kantaret-el-Dick-street. On 
this very land a two storied house formerly 
stood with windows looking on the above 
mentioned streets. as well as with some other 
back windows looking on the Tigranes’ house. 
A few years afterwards the seller having alter- 
edhis mind wished to buy back the land. As 
Mr. Georgacopoalo had already decided to 
build flats for his children on this site, he did 
not appear to be too mach inclined to acquiesce 
in the proposition made to him. Nevertheless 
he consented to sell the ground again at the 
current price. 

At that time Tigrane Pasha was ill and he 
assisted at the meetings without taking great 
interest in them ; but said, according to the 
evidence of the broker, that it would be ne- 
cessary to give up the idea of buying the 
land again at the prices demanded by Mr. 
Georgacoponlo, and to wait till this gentle 
man had built the north wall of his house. 
Consequently the negotiations were broken off, 
and Tigrane Pasha having died, things were 
lett as they were. 

Mr. Georgacopoulo did not attach mach 
{mportance to this, and has aince built 
the honse which is now the New Khedivial 
Hotel. But the building was hardly finished 
when the Tigrane people on their: part began 
to build a veritable city wall right in front of 
the windows onthe north side’ of the Hotel. 
Of course Mr. Georgacopoulo then had re- 
course to the law, but wishing to try all ways 
of conciliation, hs proposed to his opponents 
to close up to man’s height all openings of his 
house looking on the Tigrane property. This 
would have been done by mesns of a fixed 
wooden partition which would have prevented 
his tenants from overlooking the above-men- 
tioned house, at the same time allowing sun 
andair to enter freely. This proposition was 
made in the somewhat improbable case that 
the Tigrane people might build the wall in 
order to insure themselves against being over- 
looked. But the brother of the late Tigrane 
Pasha, Prince d’Abro, who lives in Italy, took 
upon himself to answer that the building of the 
wall was one of the last wishes of the deceased, 
who last days were embittered by Mr. Georga- 
copoulo. Since then the wall has been and is 
rising menacingly. It has reached, up to the 
present time, the lower part of the first floor. 

But it is incredible that Tigrane Pacha, well 
known as he was for his good nature, could have 
thonght on his death bed of recommending his 
relations to do harm to his neighbour, and 
this solely becanze, that person had asked a 
somewhat high price for letting him have back 
1,600 square metres of land. On the other 
hand it is inadmissible that Mr. Georgacopoulo 
could have embittered the last days of Tigrans 
Pacha, for the discussions coacerning the rebay- 
ing of the land took place through a third 
person—the broker—and Mr. Georgacopoulo 
never had any personal dealings with Tigrave 
Pacha whom he had never even met. Con- 
sequently the alleged reason io jastification of 
the proceedings does not bear examination. Bat 
there is withoat doubt another reason which 
has not been advanced because it cannot be 
openly told, which if it does not justify, at least 
explains tha action; that is,to make M. Georga- 
coponlo’s building uniohabitable, so that the 
latter will decide to sell it for a lower price. 

The Court will then have to soon decide, 
whether these proceedings of a more than 
doubtfal morality will be allowed to serve as a 
precedent to encoarage unscrupulous specala- 
tors to block their.neighboars and to compel 
them then to sell their property ata rainous 
price. We shall write more on this sabject 
because it is interasting to the public in general.
